In Poland life is freer, inasmuch as the Polish Army is considered nearly tho 
same ns the Soviet Army . Soviet officers enter the Polish Army, receive Polish 
citizenship, wear Polish uniforms, speak the Polish language, and are called by 
Polish equivalents of their Russian names. ‘-hey receive credit for this service 
as if they had served in the Soviet Army , and receive 10/6 extra pay for knowledge 
of a foreign language. Soviet army officers viho are appointed as advisors to 
other armies retain t. eir Soviet status and act as the political eye of tho 
Soviet Government.
